When the planning arm of any society starts to arrange a 
particular function which will run in the village, the first 
thing which must be considered is whether another similar 
society is planning something on or near the-same day. Over 
the last eighteen months or so this has become more important, 
because as our village grows in number the various societies 
also increase. For instance, last year two functions were 
planned on the same day and neither society knew of the other's 
plans. Again this year a similar incident nearly occured. 


Because of this problem, we, the Residents Association, have 
decided to appoint a person who will be responsible for co- 
ordinating the planning information from each society, It 
might teke the form of a circular to each society every two 
months showing details of planned events. This circular would 
not be published as part of the Bar Hill News; the information 
given would, if necessary, be held in confidence until the 
particular societies wanted it-released to others.: 


At our last meeting, we discussed this idea and agreed in 
principle that it should be given a try but for it to work 
satisfactorily 100% co-operation will be necessary. 


So that we can start such a scheme, and to hear your comments 


would the Secretaries of Societies in the village contact

The Annual Meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was ‘held on 
Tuesday 20th May in the Committee Room in the Village Hall. 


Election of new Chairman and Vice--Chairman 


David Lindsay announced that after two years as Chairman of the 
Parish Council, he had decided not to stand for re-election. 

He nominated Tom Flanagan as his successor and in the absence 
of any other nominations Tom Flanagan was elected unopposed, 
John Wills had also decided to stand down as Vice-Chairman and 
Mike Duce wes nominated for this post. He was also elected 
unopposed. The Parish Council wishes to thank David and John 
most sincereiy for all their valuable work and to wish its new 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman every success in their new positions 


Parking ditticulties in Otter Close and Gardens 


A meeting chaired by Gerry Brunning was held on Tuesday 22nd. 
April to discuss this matter. It was generally accepted that 
there was a considerable problem in this part of the village, 
partly due to thoughtless parking of cars but aggravated by the 
lack of space and the number of cars involved. Several measures 
were suggested to alleviate the problem, and these will be 
pursued et a meeting to be held between representatives of the 
Parish Council and the County Council. The condition of the 
road surface in Oatlands Avenve will also be discussed. 


Tesco trolleys 


The Parish Council nas recently been in correspondence with - 
Tesco's over this natter, which is still proving to be a 

problem. We shall be writing to Tesco's once again but we 
would also appeal to all residents not to leave trolleys around 
the village. Apart from the uasightliness they cause, they are 
also a potential hazard in many situations particularly those 
involving children. =

Most residents will be aware of the gypsy caravans which are at 

present occupying part of phase 4. Unfortunately as the land 
is privately owned the Parish Council is powerless to take any 
action to remove them, other than notifying the owners of the 
land and asking then to take appropriate measures. This has 
been done and we understand that the matter is being dealt with 
In the meantime we suggest that in the circumstances residents 
would be best advised to directly contact Mr. Poole of Wimpey 
Construction Ltd., rather than the Parish Council.
